For TB Drive 


Sole Starts Nov. 22 
W ith $4,500 Quota 


SeaLs, seal*, seals— 1.500,000 of 
them, have arrived for th e Fay­ 
ette 
County 
Tuberculosis 
and 
Health Association drive, slated to 
start on November 22. 


Chairman J Paul S trevey an­ 
nounced that the quota is $4,500 
for this year. 
Last y ear’s quota of $4,000 was 
oversubscribed by the end of the 
Christmas holidays. 
Eighty-five 
percent 
of 
the 
amount collected through the sale 
of the Christmas seals is used to 
aid the victims of tuberculosis in 
Fayette County. The rem aining 15 
percent goes to the state and na­ 
tional organization. 
The first sale of seals in this 
country was held in Wilmington, 
Delaware, with a quota of $3 0 0 . 
TB was at that time the leading 
cause of death in the U. s. and 
$3,000 was contributed in the first 
I small drive. 
Since then, $225 
million has 
been contributed to tuberculosis 
care and research, 
cutting the 
death toll by 85 percent and driv­ 
ing that disease down to s e v e n th 
1 place as the cause of death. 
TB Deadly 
But TB still kills 1,000 persons 
a week, one every eleven minutes 
: and the fight still goes on, sup­ 
ported entirely 
by the 
sale of 
i Christmas seals. 
Tuberculosis is deadly because 
it seldom announces itself. 
Al­ 
though it may not produce any 
symptoms when it strikes, it can 
he caught early through a chest 
X-ray. 
Over 600 people received chest 
X-rays from the mobile unit that 
spent two days in Fayette County 
under the auspices of the county 
TB association. 
Strevey said that Just over 2 
percent 
of those exam ined 
re­ 
sulted in “suspect” cases. Their 
report* were turned over to their 
family physician. 
However, the diagnosis of TB 
is not 
made conclusive 
by the 
chest X -ray. The sputum us ex­ 
amined for TB germs and other 
tests are made 
The be ,t treatment for tu b e rc u ­ 
losis Is rest, preferably complete 
bed rest under medical supervision 
in « sanitarium, says the National 
Tuberculosis Association. 
Some of the "suspect” turned 
up by the X-ray unit d u rin g July 
will receive further exam ination 
at the ‘‘chest clinic” conducted by 
the county health board on Sep­ 
tember 20.

W hat big thing happened » n south­ 
ern Mex ico in the y ear 644 A. D? 
This is the m y stic date beauti­ 
fully inscribed on a great May an 
stone tablet recently discovered at 
Palenq ue, Chiapas state. 
Anthropologists 
have 
worked 
out the date from previous know l­ 
edge of the accurate May an calen­ 
dar sy stem. But they have no clue 
as y et as to w hy it was carved in­ 
to the stone in such great detail. 
The huge stone tablet, uncover­ 
ed in May by ex cavators of the 
National Anthropological a rd His­ 
torical Institute, is 
IO feet high 
seven feet wide. It is made up of 
three stone slabs and occupies the 
central wall of an outer gallery of I 
the M ay an “ palace” at Palenq ue. j 
The discovery was an ui.ex pect- i 
ed as the lucky spade thrust that i 
brought to light the Mix te- treas­ 
ures at Monte Alban 
or the im- • 
pressive jade-encrusted red tiger 
j 
found in an inner structure of the | 
M ay an “castillo” at Chichen Itza. j 
Ex cavators w ere working along 
the Palenq ue Palace outei walls, j 
tum bled by some remote e a rth ­ 
q uake or collapse of foundations. 
in an effort to trace 
the original 
plan of the building. 
Th j 
tablet 
w as completely uncovered with a j 
few hours shoveling. 
T he central slab depicts three ( 
throned figures. The central figure 
is receiving gifts from the other 
two, one of which is a woman. The 
figures 
are 
carved 
with

simplicity and 
sureness 
of line 
ty pical of 
the M ay an 
artist and 
sought by m any a m odern Every 
detail is necessary , nothing sup er­ 
fluous. 
The rem ainder of the tablet is 
inscribed with 18 columns of h ie r­ 
ogly phics— 28 6 in all These spell 
out the m y sterious date, 644 A. D. 
The unusual feature of the in­ 
scriptions is th a t they are com ­ 
posed of hum an and anim a’ figures 
rather than by the bars and dots 
the May ans usually used to work 
out their 
dates. Each figure has 
some characteristic that relates it 
to the num ber it represents 
Ex am ples of such figures used 
for num bers are very rare 
The 
only others know n are those found 
at Copan, Q urigua and Yax chilan. 
The 
sy stem atic ex cavations at 
Palenq ue began m ore than a y ear 
ago and are ex pected to continue 
for a total of at least fiv? y ears.

When ex amination of the 
sinuses and other structures usual­ 
ly implicated in such a condition 
fail* to rev eal the source o f the 
trouble, it is a good idea to ex amine 
the teeth, particularly if there is 
any sign that py orrhea is present. 
Ev en though the teeth themselv es 
do not ache, the wasting away of 
their suppo rting tissues, which is so 
o ften found in py orrhea, may allow 
them to get out o f line. They are 
then subjected to abnormal strains, 
which may result in the production 
o f pain almo st any where in the fa­ 
cial area. One ca<« e has been ob­ 
serv ed in which a high spot o f only 


chewing, there is no sideward mo­ 
tion, eno ugh strain will be put on 
the teeth to cause them to hecome 
sensitiv e. This tenderness will occur 
ev en though there is no tooth decay . 
> It is impo rtant that the early 
signs o f py orrhea be discov ered and 
any conditions present in the mouth

pro gress be pro mptly cleared up. 
These early signs may be spongy 
and bleeding gums. There may be 
some receding o f the gums or pu?;-;y 
discharge, or depo sits of tartar at 
the gum margins.

As if Chewing 


The procedure suggested in cases 
o f this ty pe consists o f hav ing the 
person bite on a piece o f red carbon 
paper which is coated on both sides. 
The patient bites as if he were 
chewing meat. Then any abnormal 
high spo ts on the teeth will show a 
red color, and these high spo ts are 
ground down by the dentist. 
In grinding down the teeth, the 
two sides o f the mouth are balanced 
so that they bite together. Care is 
also taken that the cutting terth, 
that is those in front, do not become 
weight bearing, so that they are 
subjected to abnormal strain. 
If the back teeth are worn or 1

dev elopment of sy mpto ms. If these 
conditions are allowed to continue 
uncorrected, they may make a great 
deal o f dental work necessary . Fur­ 
thermore, they may cause pain in 
the face, sensitiv e teeth, earache, 
or pain in the jaw joint, and permit 
dev elopment o f v arious infections. 
There can be no doubt that in 
many cases o f facial pain there is a 
definite relationship to the teeth. 
With simple procedures, these con­ 
dition o ften can be properly cor­ 
rected.

New Drug Supply 
And Distribution 
Still Restricted 


Complex Process 
Of Production Is 
One of Handicaps

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12—^ 
— 
Medical history Ls repeating itself 
in the story 
of cortisone 
and 
ACTU.' 
Those are the new drugs that 
have 
shown 
promise 
against 
rheumatoid 
arthritis, 
rheumatic 
fever and certain other diseases. 
They are scarce and difficult 
to produce. Measures taken to 
husb and the meager resources for 
investigative purposes recall the 
“growing pain” day s of penicillin 
and streptomy cin. 
Every effort is 
b eing made, 
however, to increase production 
and to find new sources of supply 
b ecause: 
1. Each seems to b e b etter than 
ai%y treatment used 
heretofore 
for 
rheumatoid 
arthritis, 
the 
potentially crippling disease, that 
affects 
close to seven 
million 
Americans. 
2. Each appears to offer promise 
against rheumatic fever, although 
it has not y et b een estab lished 
that either will prevent or lessen 
the damage to the heart that can 
result from rheumatic fever. 
Up to now, the b est medical 
b et against rheumatic fever has 
b een drugs of the salicy late class 
—including aspirin—b ut reports 
vary on their effectiveness. 
Supply Is Pro blem 
The job of increasing the sup­ 
plies of cartisone and ACTH is a 
tough one—and even if speed-up 
methods 
should b e 
developed 
overnight, the drugs still would 
not b e made availab le for general 
use b y doctors. 
Scientists must 
study them thoroughly to insure 
their safe and effective use. 
Only relatively 
few patients 
can hope 
to receive 
treatment 
under 
research programs 
n ow ; 
underway . 
ACTH is 
ob tained from 
the 
pituitary 
glands of 
hogs in a 
process developed b y Armour and 
Company , the Chicago meat pack­ 
ing firm. 
Armour say s it 
takes ab out 
400.000 hog pituitaries to make a 
pound of ACTH and calculates 
that if all possib le hog pituitaries 
were saved and extracted the total 
production of ACTH in a y ear 
would b e ab out 60 pounds—“suf­ 
ficient to treat only an insignifi­ 
cant fraction of the known cases 
of arthritis alone.” 
Say s Armour: 
‘‘A production from 5,000 to 
10.000 times the present possib ility 
is essential.” 
Armour and other researchers 
are seeking means to increase the 
y ield from the 
present source. 
They also are investigating other 
avenues—including the possib ility 
of b uilding up the compound from 
s i m pl e 
and 
readily -availab le 
chemicals. But ACTH is a com­ 
plex protein—very tough to re­ 
produce. 
Cortisone is manufactured b y 
Merck & Company , Inc. of Rah­ 
way , N. J., employ ing a partially 
sy nthetic process starting with 
one of the acids that occur in the 
b ile of oxen. 
Pro ductio n Co mplicated 
The first lab oratory duplication 
of natural cortisone was achieved 
b y a Merck 
chemist, Dr. L. H. 
Sarett, later, a practical means of 
producing cortisone was develop­ 
ed. 
But it takes 37 complex chemcal 
steps 
and 
approximately 
six 
months to produce a b atch. 4 
“The company is expanding its 
facilities for the manufacture of 
cortisone,” Merck 
recently an- J 
nounced b ut added: 
“The amounts availab le through : 
19 50 XXX will not meet the an­ 
ticipated demands XXX.” 
A committee of the National

Academy of Science recently was I 
set up to control distrib ution of 
availab le supplies of cortisone.
